en if co mmitted by the go v^ 
emment o f my o wn natio n. 
The verdict o f histo ry has 
verified the pro no uncement 
o f Jesus: “He that taketh the 
swo rd shall perish by the 
swo rd!** 
I am grieved and tro ubled 
to o bserve ho w the present ad­ 
ministratio n has step by step 
launched a po licy o f ho stile 
and aggressive acts against 
Germany fo r the purpo se o f 
assisting o ne Euro pean natio n 
in the present Euro pean co n­ 
flict. 
The 
cancellatio n o f the 
Arms Embargo Act at the o ut­ 
break o f the war, the sale o f 
huge supplies o f rifles and am­ 
munitio n by o ur go vernment in 
July , and no w the release o f 
fifty American destro y ers to 
bo lster the British navy — are 
all acts o f war, let us make 
no mistake abo ut it. These 
transactio ns are no t help to 
Great Britain sho rt o f war — 
they are war. 
Who is the aggiesso r no w, 
Germany 
o r 
the 
United 
States ? Whatever may be 
said o f Germany *s acts in 
Euro pe, it canno t be denied, 
ttiat this natio n has no t mo ved 
aggressively against America. 
No r is there any real menace 
against the security o f o ur 
co untry fro m a natio n that has 
no navy . 
Yes, we must keep o ur­ 
selves stro ng to resist any fo e 
o r co mbinatio n o f fo es, but as 
a Christian natio n we must 
use o ur strength o nly in de­ 
fense. 
Our go vernment is using its 
gro wing military po wer no t to 
defend America but to attack 
Germany in the defense o f 
Great Britain. 
They tell us, ho wever, that 
the best defense is a stro ng 
o ffense. 
Strike 
y o ur 
fo e, 
while he is vulnerable, to pre­ 
vent his striking at y o u, when 
he is in a po sitio n to do so . 
So phistry , pure and sim­ 
ple ! Hitler used the same ar­ 
guments when he attacked the 
Po les and all his o ther victims. 
Let o ur peo ple understand 
this clearly , if we finally are 
invo lved in actual co mbat with 
Germany , it will no t be be­ 
cause Hitler has driven us into 
war. 
It will be because o ur 
go vernment has fo rced into a 
war o f aggressio n. 
I, a Christian pasto r, can­ 
no t bring my co nscience to 
sanctio n the killing o f Amer­ 
ican y o uths in such a war. 
Fo r me this po licy o f en­ 
tanglement in Euro pe’s age 
o ld co nflicts is particularly 
painful. My father left Ger­ 
many to escape Prussian mil­ 
itarism. He wanted to get 
away fro m the co ntinuo us 
W'ars 
and 
preparatio n fo r 
wars. America becko ned him 
as the land o f escape fro m 
Euro pe’s 
blo o dy militarism 
and suppressio n. 
What ,a sho ck to his so n 
bred in American demo cracy , 
and the traditio n o f Washing­ 
to n, to witness an Amer­ 
ican go vernment, deliberately 
dragging this natio n against 
the will o f the peo ple into 
Euro pe’s whirlpo o l o f hate and 
destructio n. Go d help Amer- 
ica!

Increased water supply fo r Ar­ 
lingto n Heights awaits the accept­ 
ance o f a site fo r new' well that 
has been o ffered by Herman Weiss, 
W'ho is develo ping a tract so uth o f 
the Creamery Package plant. Mr. 
Weiss recently acquired several 
acres at the west end o f Wing st., 
that has laid do rmant 
fo r so me 
time. 
Placing the pro perty back o n the 
tax bo o ks required its develo pment 
by the erectio n o f marketable 
ho mes. The realto r has entered in­ 
to an ex tensive pro gram that in­ 
cluded the lay ing o f sewers and the 
pro per impro vement o f the streets» . 
A ten inch water main passes 
thro ugh the pro perty at Kennico tt 
S t., which marks it as a po ssible 
well site. There are no strings tied 
to Mr. Weiss’ o ffer. In fact the deed 
fo r the pro perty 37x 129 feet w'as 
accepted by the village 
Tuesday 
night. 
The village bo ard met last night 
to inspect the pro perty . If accepted 
by them, legal pro ceedings will be 
started at o nce. It is planned to 
issue $15,000 revenue bo nds to fi­ 
nance the well. 
Five 
y ears 
ago , 
Arlingto n 
Heights with the aid o f the PWA 
ex pended $54,000 to wards mo dH'n- 
izing the w'ater facilities o f the vil­ 
lage, which included erectio n o f 
present w'ater reservo ir, the in­ 
stallatio n o f ten inch water main 
encircling the village and the drill­ 
ing o f a deep w'ell. That installa­ 
tio n was ex pected to be ample fo r 
many y ears. The gro wth o f the 
village has been so marked that as 
a defense rneasure a seco nd deep 
well is co nsidered necessary . 
The village share o f the o riginal 
$54,000 impro vement was $40,000, 
ten tho usand do llars o f bo nds have 
been retired fro m receipts o f the 
water department. Tho se receipts 
are no w nearly $6,000 a quarter to 
pay the two bo nd issues leaving an 
ample amo unt to pay the co sts o f 
o perating the department.

In spite o f all o f the precautio ns, 
ex cess acid has ex isted at times 
and the lime released in several 
to n lo ts do es no t 
alw'ay s tho r­ 
o ughly disso lve and accumulates 
at the sewage plant. 
To guard 
against such incidents, representa­ 
tives o f the co mpany met Mo nday 
evening w ith the Arlin^o n Heights 
village bo ard 
and city engineer 
Co nso er. 
The gro up fro m the co mpany in­ 
cluded chemists o f that firm. Mr.

Is Here 


A bo mb is no mo re deadly than 
an auto mo bile, Tay lo r G. So per, ex ­ 
ecutive secretary o f 
the Illino is 
Ro ad 
Builders 
Asso ciatio n, 
de­ 
clared to day in a w'aming to the 
city ’s mo to rists that scho o l time 
again is at hand. 
Up to August 14 nine girls and 
eight bo y s, fro m 5 to 14 y ears o f 
age, died this y ear in “vehicle in- 
vo lved-a^idente,” acco rding to fhtr 
Chicago Safety Co mmissio n. One 
o f these w as a scho o l time accident, 
w'hich listing includes the ho urs o f 
8 to 9 a. m., 12 to 1 and 3 to 4 
p. m. 
Ho wever, during 1939, 58 children 
in this age gro up w'ere killed o f 
w'ho m 39 W'ere bo y s and 19 were 
girls. Seven o f these were scho o l 
time accidents. 
Of the 27 deaths thus far in 1940, 
co vering the spring scho o l semes­ 
ter, 15 W'ere by 
passenger cars 
striking children, 10 by co mmercial 
vehicles, o ne by a transfer truck, 
o ne by a tax i; three w'ere cy clists; 
and several were fro m hitching 
o nto cars o r trucks. 
Six ty -seven children o f 5 to 14 
y ears were included in the state’s 
accidental death to ll o f 138 per­ 
so ns during the first six mo nths o f 
1940 w'ith 1100 in that age gro up 
injured o ut o f a 15,919 accident to ­ 
tal, o ther reco rds sho w'. 
Figures fo r the 5 to 14-y ear age 
gro up natio nally sho w' 2,350 chil­ 
dren killed and 155,000 injured dur­ 
ing 1939. 
“Traffiic deaths o f scho o l age chil­ 
dren seemingly run higher during 
the last six 
mo nths each 
y ear 
(W'hich includes the first scho o l 
term) than during the 
first six 
mo nths (the seco nd scho o l tenii),” 
the ro ad builder declared. “This 
w'o uld indicate that bo th mo to rists 
and children are 
mo re 
careless 
after the summer’s freedo m but 
gro w mo re careful each succeeding 
mo nth, po ssibly because o f weath­ 
er, o f mo to rist campaigns, and o f 
scho o l campaigns. 
“Such campaigns and scho o l sup­ 
ervisio n have cut o ur annual child 
to ll abo ut as far as they can. Fur­ 
ther results w'o uld seem to be up 
to mo to rists, to traffic engineers, 
and to inco rpo ratio n o f kno wn 
safety engineering principles into 
ro ad and street co nstructio n. Mo d­ 
ernizatio n o f Illino is’ 
ro ads 
and 
streets in co nfo rmance w'ith 1940 
traffic and co nstructio n kno wledge 
W'o uld keep much 
traffic o ut o f 
scho o l areas and keep y o ungsters 
o ff heavily -traveled, fast traffic 
ro utes. 
“Until such nuo dernizatio n, o f 
which superhighway co nstructio n is 
o nly o ne part, can be achieved, it is 
up to traffic engineers and po lice 
to make and enfo rce pro per regu­ 
latio ns and definitely up to mo to r­ 
ists to sho w their sense o f human 
respo nsibility by o bserving no t o nly 
the regulatio ns but 
o ther so und 
driving principles which can help 
avo id the ‘unavo idable’ accidents.”

NowI 


Mr. Editor: 


I hold no brief for the pres­ 
ent Nazi regime and its pro­ 
gram of aggression against 
weaker nations. As a Chris­ 
tian pastor I am vehemently 
opposed to aggression in any 
form, by any government* ev­ 
en if committed by the gov­ 
ernment of my own nation. 
The verdict of history has 
verified the pronouncement 
of Jesus: “He that taketh the 
sword shall perish by the 
sword!” 
I am grieved and troubled 
to observ e how’ the present ad­ 
ministration has step by step 
launched a policy of hostile 
and aggressive acts against 
Germany for the purpose of 
assisting one European nation 
in the present European con­ 
flict. 
The 
cancellation of the 
Arms Embargo Act at the out­ 
break of the war, the sale of 
huge supplies of rifles and am­ 
munition by our government in 
July, and nowr the release of 
fifty American destroyers to 
bolster the British navy — are 
all acts of war, let us make 
no mistake about it. These 
transactions are not help to 
Great Britain short of war — 
they are war. 
Who is the aggressor now', 
Germany 
or 
the 
United 
States? Whatever may be 
said of Germany’s acts in 
Europe, it cannot be denied, 
that this nation has not moved 
aggressively against America. 
Nor is there any real menace 
against the security of our 
country from a nation that has 
no navy. 
Yes, we must keep our­ 
selves strong to resist any foe 
> or combination of foes, but as 
a Christian nation we must 
use our strength only in de­ 
fense. 
Our government is using its 
growing military power not to 
defend America but to attack 
Germany in the defense of 
Great Britain. 
They tell us, however, that 
the best defense is a strong 
offense. 
Strike 
your 
foe, 
while he is vulnerable, to pre­ 
vent his striking at you, w hen 
he is in a position to do so. 
Sophistry, pure and sim­ 
ple! Hitler used the same ar­ 
guments w hen he attacked the 
Poles and all his other victims. 
Let our people understand 
this clearly, if we finally are 
involved in actual combat with 
Germany, it will not be be­ 
cause Hitler has driven us into 
war. 
It will be because our 
government has forced into a 
war of aggression. 
I, a Christian pastor, can­ 
not bring my conscience to 
sanction the killing of Amer­ 
ican youths in such a war. 
For me this policy of en­ 
tanglement in Europe’s age 
old conflicts is particularly 
painful. My father left Ger­ 
many to escape Prussian mil­ 
itarism. He wanted to get 
away from the continuous 
wars 
and 
preparation 
for 
wars. America beckoned him 
as the land of escape from 
Europe’s 
bloody militarism 
and suppression. 
What ,a shock to his son 
bred in American democracy, 
and the tradition of Washing­ 
ton, to witness an Amer­ 
ican government, deliberately 
dragging this nation against 
the will of the people into 
Europe’s whirlpool of hate and 
destruction.

New Attendance 
Rules For High 
School Attendants 


As schools become larger it be­ 
comes necessary to adopt rules for 
the few students who do not will­ 
ingly react as average students. 
Parents are asked to cooperate in 
an effort to improve the record of 
tardiness of high school pupils for 
the coming year, and to under­ 
stand that any disciplinary7 actions 
taken are in the interest of those 
who need the 
help of both the 
school and of the borne in develop­ 
ing a greater measure of self-dis­ 
cipline. 
Pupils were all notified of the 
new plan at the opening assem ­ 
bly of the year, and of the ma­ 
chinery which has been set up to 
insure the automatic operation of 
the rules. 
In short, the new rules 
will allow a student to be only 
tardy twice during each 6-week pe­ 
riod, after which he will not be 
admitted if late. 
In the case of 
homes where there is a telephone, 
the home will be called and ad­ 
vised that the 
student was sent 
back home, 
having reported to 
school tardy and having already 
exceeded the very liberal amount 
of tardiness allowed. 
During the past year 90 per cent

Those receipts 
are now nearly $6,000 a quarter to 
pay the two bond issues leaving an 
ample amount tv pay the costs of 
operating the department.

tervals. For some time Mr. Harris 
has been notified when the refuse 
was released into the sewer and 
he has either supervised or checked 
its analysis by means of the PH 
test. The use of lime has neutral­ 
ized the acid to such an extent that 
it is harmless to the sewer and 
sewage plant. 
In spite of all of the precautions, 
excess acid has existed at times 
and the lime released in several 
ton lots does not 
always thor­ 
oughly dissolve and accumulates 
at the sewage plant. 
To guard 
against such incidents, representa­ 
tives of the company met Monday 
evening w ith the Arlington Heights 
village board 
and city engineer 
Consoer. 
The group from the company in­ 
cluded chemists of that firm. 
Mr. 
Consoer suggested the installation 
of an additional tank for the han­ 
dling of the refuse before it is re­ 
leased. 
The firm’s representatives 
repeatedly stated that the Cream­ 
ery Package desired to cooperate 
to the fullest extent w'ith the vil­ 
lage.

and John Jay Daly, both well known 
W ashington correspondents. J. 
Edgar Hoover is not given to mak­ 
ing hysterical statements and such 
writers as Messrs. Keyhoe and 
Daly are not alarmists. In a fore­ 
word to their piece in the magazine, 
Robert H. Jackson, Attorney Gen­ 
eral of the United States, says in 
part: 
“These are times which require 
strict discipline. It becomes the duty 
of every citizen to maintain indi­ 
vidual discipline and the discipline 
of his community if our American 
democracy is to stand.” 
More than 350,000 known mem­ 
bers of the Fifth Column have been

Brings Higher Net 
Return To Farmer 


Ev id ence 
that 
high-prod u cing • 
d airy cattle make higher net re -’ 
tu rns than low-prod u cing herd s is 
that cows prod u cing 228 pou nd s of 
bu tterfat last y ear retu rned $45 
abov e cost of feed , while those pro­ 
d u cing 37 2 pou nd s mad e $94 atK)v e 
feed cost. 


The net income of Illinois d airy ­ 
men is going to increase fu rther if 
better and healthier cattle, con­ 
stru ctiv e breed ing programs, pas­ 
tu re improv ement and plenty of 
lagu me hay are consid ered , accord ­ 
ing to C. S. Rhod e and J. G. Cash 
of the d airj» ^ d epartment of the Uni­ 
v ersity of Illinois College of Agri­ 
cu ltu re. A d airy program embod y ­ 
ing all or part of these d airy im­ 
prov ement factors is being d emon­ 
strated in more than 2,(K)0 com­ 
mu nities in Illinois. 


Many d airy men are find ing that 
good pastu re brings as high retu rns 
as any other factor and that plenty 
of good qu ality legu me hay makes 
possible the feed ing of good rations 
at lower costs. In ad d ition more 
improv ed pastu res and 
ad equ ate 
acreages of legu mes are important 
in soil improv ement and erosion 
control, the specialists said . 
The problem of eliminating d is­ 
ease from the herd is being tackled 
by increasing nu mbers of d airy men 
and the principles 
inv olv ed 
in 
maintaining a herd free from d is­ 
ease are better u nd erstood . More 
than 5 0 per cent of all d airy herd 
improv ement association cooperat­ 
or’s herd s are tested for Bang’s d is­ 
ease. 
More than 10 per cent of the 8 4 
associations in Illinois hav e 10 or 
more y ears of record s 
on their 
herd s. Significant improv ement in 
herd efficiency has been observ ’ed in 
these record s. 
The way cows are fed and man­ 
aged d u ring hot su mmer months 
has a lot to d o with the amou nt of 
milk and bu tterfat they prod u ce 
and the retu rns ov er feed cost, ac­ 
cord ing to the d airj^ 
specialists. 
Dairy men who meet su mmer con­ 
d itions to the best ad v antage are 
those w’ho su pply enou gh feed of 
good qu ality to make their cows as 
comfortable as possible. 


Unntmed Lakes 
Most of u s think the United States 
is pretty well settled and there are 
no u ncharted land s. 
To some ex ­ 
tent, this is tru e, bu t, accord ing to 
the Michigan d epartment of conser­ 
v ation, there are some 1,000 u n­ 
named lakes in the state. Most of 
them are located in the wild erness 
of the North. 


Estates—By legal d efinition an 
estate is “the interest which any 
one has in land s, or in any other 
su bject of property .’’ This interest 
may v ary from absolu te ownership 
(a fee simple) d own to mere pos­ 
session. 
Bv common u sage, how­ 
ev er, the term “estate” means to 
the av erage person the land and 
other property of a d eceased owner 
prior to the completion of ad mini­ 
stration proceed ings or the land 
held u nd iv id ed by the heirs of a d e­ 
ceased owner. 
This latter ty pe of estate fre­ 
qu ently presents seriou s farm man­ 
agement problems. 
If none of the heirs operates the 
farm it is often d ifficu lt for them 
to agree on how they shall rent 
the land , what improv ements they 
shall make and generally how they 
shall fu nction as land lonis. Usu al­ 
ly in su ch circu mstances it is good 
bu siness to pu t the farm u nd er the 
su perv ision of a com]>etent hired 
manager. 
When one of the heirs remains 
on the farm and operates it as a 
tenant, qu estions frequ ently arise 
as to w^hat interest each heir shou ld 
hav e 
and 
what 
ex penses 
each 
shou ld bear. Assu ming that there 
are fiv e heirs, the one operating 
the farm shou ld get the tenant’s 
share and also one-fifth of the land ­ 
lord ’s share. In retu rn for his land ­ 
lord ’s share he shou ld bear one-fifth 
of the ex pense of improv ement to 
the real estate, one-fifth of the tax ­ 
es and one-fifth of all other land ­ 
lord ex penses. 
Owing 
to 
legal 
complications 
which may arise when sev eral per­ 
sons are common owners (“tenants 
in common”) of a farm, especially 
when one or more of them d ie leav ­ 
ing sev eral child ren or the child ren 
of d eceased child ren, it is frequ ent­ 
ly d esirable to make a settlement 
and transfer ^he title to one heir 
or sell the farm to an ou tsid e party

Lawns May Be 
Fall Seeded 


“While it is u su ally the practice 
to seed a lawm in the spring,” states 
F’arm Ad v iser C. A. Hu ghes, “ac­ 
tu ally best resu lts are secu red from 
fall seed ing. This is natu re’s time 
for seed ing a lawn becau se abou t 
this time of v ear seed matu res and 
falls to the grou nd and frequ ently 
germinates in the fall. 
If natu re 
wanted grass seed ed in the spring 
prov ision wou ld be mad e so the seed 
wou ld not f.all u ntil spring.” 
Fall is an id eal growing season 
for grass. 
Usu ally weed s d o not 
grow so mu ch in the fall and those 
that d o grow d o not come to m atu r­ 
ity . 
Fall seed ing may start any 
where from the mid d le of Au gu st 
and continu e u p u ntil after the mid ­ 
d le of September. 
Seed ing New Lawns 
In seed ing a new lawn, if y ou 
lav e an opportu nity , ad d plant food 
to the su rface of the grou nd . Us­ 
u ally it is a v ery good practice to 
get a fertilizer high in phosphate 
and potash. 
Perhaps a 4-20-20 or 
some su ch formu la will be all right. 
There is not so mu ch v irtu e in the 
formu la of the fertilizer u sed as 
there is in actu ally u sing some fer­ 
tilizer on the soil. We wou ld su g­ 
gest on bare places that the ferti­ 
lizer be mix ed in with the su rface 
of the grou nd at the rate of at 
least 20 pou nd s of fertilizer for 
each 1,000 squ are feet. 
The lawn 
may then be rolled and the seed 
sov v n and the lawn rolled again. 
On old lawns where the grass is 
thin all ov er it is a gw d id ea to 
go in and carefu lly rake the lawn 
and get rid of crab grass. The best 
fertilizer for an old lawn is prob­ 
ably soy bean oil meal applied at 
the rate of abou t 20 pou nd s per 
1000 squ are feet. A little hearier 
application will not hu rt. The seed 
may be then sown after the ferti­ 
lizer has been raked in and rolled . 
It there are spots in a lawn or areas 
where grass has not been growing, 
a little fertilizer may be ad d ed and 
mix ed in the top three or fou r 
inches of grou nd and rolled d own 
before seed ing. 
Su bsequ ent Treating 
.After a seed ing it is not abso­ 
lu tely necessary to sprinkle with 
water. 
If sprinkling is begu n it 
is necessary to keep it u p regu lar­ 
ly —perhaps sprinkling one or two 
times a d ay u ntil the seed ing has 
actu ally sprou ted and itself fairly 
well established . Frequ ently lawns 
are sprinkled u ntil the seed has 
sprou ted after which sprinkling is 
d iscontinu ed and if the weather 
continu es d ry most of the new grass 
will perish. 
Howev er, if there is 
plenty of moistu re in the grou nd 
there is really not mu ch necessity 
of sprinkling a new seed ing. 
Late Fall Seed ing 
Sometimes it is a practice to 
prepare a seed bed and pu t the 
seed ing on late in the fall so it will 
not germinate u ntil spring. This is 
preferable to seed ing lawns in the 
spring becau se the seed gets work­ 
ed into the grou nd and it will no 
be harmed by the winter weather 
The only d anger that can come 
wou ld be from sev ere washing, i

Pigs 
ate an av erage of 391 pou nd s of 
hy brid com in making 100 pou nd s 
gain, while they ate an av erage of 
394 pou nd s of open-pollinated for 
each 100 pou nd s gain. 


How'^ev er, when d ifferent strains 
of hy brid and open-pollinated com 
w’ere fed pigs, more than half a 
pou nd gain a pig for each d ay wras 
observ ed . The d ifference wras not 
qu ite 
so great when 
comparing 
strains of open-pollinated as in the 
case of hy brid com. 


The d ifference in feed consu med 
for each 1(K) pou nd s of gain w;as 
ju st as striking when the strains 
were compared . There w’as a d if­ 
ference of 17 2 pou nd s in the case 
of open-pollinated and 8 9 pou nd s 
for strains of hy brid . 


Ev en thou gh the problem of hy ­ 
brid v ersu s open-pollinated com 
has ceased to be a problem, Fair­ 
banks conclu d es that strains of hy ­

Evidence

dairy cattle m ake higher net re­ 
turns than low-producing: herds is 
th at cows producing 228 pounds of 
butterfat last year returned $4.7 
above cost of feed, while those pro­ 
ducing 372 pounds made $04 above 
feed cost. 


Tho net income of Illinois dairy­ 
men is going to increase further if 
b etter and healthier cattle, con­ 
structive breeding program s, pas­ 
ture improvement and plenty of 
b giu n e hay are considered, accord­ 
ing to C. S. Rhode and J. G. Cash 
of the dairy departm ent of the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois College of Agri­ 
culture. A dairy program embody­ 
ing all or part of these dairy im­ 
provement factors is being demon­ 
strated in more than 2,000 com­ 
munities in Illinois. 


Many dairymen are finding that 
good pasture brings as high returns 
as any other factor and that plenty 
of good quality legume hay makes 
possible the feeding of good rations 
a t lower costs. 
In addition more

Unnamed Lakes 
Most of us think the United States 
is pretty well settled and there are 
no uncharted lands. 
To some ex­ 
tent, this is true, but, according to 
the Michigan department of conser­ 
vation, there are some 1,000 un­ 
named lakes in the state. 
Most of 
them are located in the wilderness 
of the North. 


Estates—By legal definition an 
estate is “the interest which any 
one has in lands, or in any other 
subject of property.” This interest 
may vary from absolute ownership 
(a fee simple) down to mere pos­ 
session. 
By common usage, how­ 
ever. the term “estate” means to 
the average person the land and 
other property of a deceased owner 
prior to the completion of admini­ 
stration proceedings or th*? land 
held undivided by the heirs of a de­ 
ceased owner. 
This latter type of estate fre­ 
quently presents serious farm m an­ 
agement problems. 
If none of the heirs operates the 
farm it is often difficult for them 
to agree on how they shall rent 
the land, what improvements they 
shall make and generally how they 
shall function as landlords. Usual­ 
ly in such circumstances it is good 
business to put the farm under the 
supervision of a re m itte n t hired 
manager. 
When one of the heirs remains 
on the farm and operates it as a 
tenant, questions frequently arise 
as to what interest each heir should 
have 
and 
what 
expenses 
each 
should bear. Assuming that there 
are five heirs, the one operating 
the farm should get the tenant’s 
share and also one-fifth of the land­ 
lord’s share. In return for his land­ 
lord’s share he should bear one-fifth 
of the expense of improvement to 
the real estate, one-fifth of the ta x ­ 
es and one-fifth of all other land­ 
lord expenses. 
Owing 
to 
legal 
complications 
which may arise when several per­ 
sons are common owners (“tenants 
in common” ) of a farm, especially 
when one or more of them die leav­ 
ing several children or the children 
of deceased children, it is frequent­ 
ly desirable to make a settlement 
and tran sfer the title to one heir 
or sell the /arm to an outside party.

Lawns Mav Be

Fall Seeded 


“While it is usually the practice 
to seed a lawn in the spring,” states 
Farm Adviser C. A. Hughes, “ac­ 
tually best results are secured from 
fall seeding. 
This is nature’s time 
for reeding a lawn because about 
this time of year seed m atures and 
falls to the ground and frequently 
germinates in the fall. 
If nature 
wanted grass seeded in the spring 
provision would he made so the seed 
would not fall until spring.” 
Fall is an ideal growing season 
for grass. 
Usually weeds do not 
grow so much in the fall and those 
I that do grow do not come to m atur­ 
ity. 
Fall seeding may start any 
where from the middle of August 
and continue up until after the mid­ 
dle of September. 
Seeding New Lawns 
In seeding a new lawn, if you 
have an opportunity, add plant food 
to the surface of the ground. 
Us­ 
ually it is a very good practice to 
get a fertilizer high in phosphate 
and potash. 
Perhaps a 4-20-20 or 
some such formula will be all right. 
There is not so much virtue in the 
formula of the fertilizer used as 
there is in actually using some fer­ 
tilizer on the soil. 
We would sug­ 
gest on bare places that the ferti­ 
liser be mixed in with the surface 
of the ground at the rate of at 
least 20 pounds of fertilizer for 
each 1,000 square feet. 
The lawn 
may then be rolled and the seed 
sown and the lawn rolled again. 
On old lawns where the grass is 
thin all over it is a good idea to 
go in and carefully rake the lawn 
and get rid of crab grass. The best 
fertilizer for an old lawn is prob­ 
ably soybean oil meal applied at 
the rate of about 20 pounds per 
1000 square feet. 
A little heavier 
application will not hurt. The seed 
may be then sown after the ferti­ 
lizer has been raked in and rolled. 
It there are spots in a lawn or areas 
where grass has not been growing, 
a little fertilizer may be added and 
mixed in the top three or four 
inches of ground and rolled down 
before seeding. 
Subsequent Treating 
A fter a seeding it is not abso­ 
lutely necessary to sprinkle with 
water. 
If sprinkling is begun it 
is necessary to keep it up regular­ 
ly— perhaps sprinkling one or two 
times a day until the seeding has 
actually sprouted ami itself fairly 
well established. Frequently lawns 
are sprinkled until the seed has 
sprouted after which sprinkling is 
discontinued and if the weather 
continues dry most of the new grasp 
will perish. 
However, if there is 
plenty of moisture in the ground 
there is really not much necessity 
of sprinkling a new seeding. 
Late Fall Seeding 
Sometimes it is a practice to 
prepare a seed bed and put the 
seeding on late in the fall so it will 
not germ inate until spring. This is 
preferable to seeding lawns in the 
spring because the seed gets work­ 
ed into the ground and it will not 
be harmed by the winter weather. 
The only danger that can come 
would be from severe washing, if

Simple, suitable equipment for the 
farm poultry flock, one of the most 
important factors in the success of 
the poultry enterprise, is effective­ 
ly described with the aid of many 
illustrations 
in 
“ Poultry 
Equip­ 
ment,” publication now available 
from local farm and home advis­ 
ers or the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture. 


Particular emphasis is given in 
the publication to 
the 
weather­ 
proof range feeder, which is lack­ 
ing on nine-tenths of Illinois farms. 
A drawing shows how it is con­ 
structed and instructions are given 
for adapting the plans for a turkey 
feeder. 


The circular, No. 506, which is a 
revision of No. 333, 
shows other 
models and types of equipment that 
are simple to construct and that 
have proved their worth in every­ 
day use on poultry farm s in Illinois, 


Necessary for health and pro­ 
ductiveness of the flock are plenty 
of hopper space, watering devices 
to keep fresh w ater at the right 
tem perature, adequate nesting fa­ 
cilities, broody coops, shelters for 
shade in summer and protection in 
winter. These are all considered in 
the 20-page circular, prepared by 
H. II. Alp, assistant professor of 


poultry extension at the university. 
Despite the importance of much 
of this equipment, according to Alp, 
it is not uncommon to find a flock 
owner with good birds and good 
houses but without good equipment. 
There is no real reason for this 
lack of equipment, 
since most 
equipment needed about a poultry 
yard or farm can easily be made 
at home, Alp said.

Nev r York , September 2—Busi­ 
ness—Pick -ups in employment, due 
to defense work getting under way, 
continue to produce larger and 
larger “reflections” in increased 
sales.
